HITS AT SENATORS 


Says Constitution Doesn't 


Give Veto Power to 


One or Two Solons 


Washington—{*}— Senator Glass 


(D-Va.) drafted a sharp reply to- 
day to a presidential letter criticiz- 
ing senate rejection of Floyd H. 
Roberts for a federal judgeship in 
Virginia. 


Friends said Glass was incensed 


over the letter, which Mr. Roosevelt 
wrote Roberts yesterday. It termed 
statements of Glass untruthful and 
declared the constitution does not 
give veto power to one or two sen- 
ators. 


Acting on objections by the two 


Virginia senators, the senate voted 
72 to 9 Monday to reject Roberts' 
nomination. Glass and Byrd, con- 
tending their recommendations lor 
the appointment had been ignored, 
nad argued that Roberts' nomination 
was "personally offensive" to them. 


In his 2,000-word letter to Robeits 


Mr. Roosevelt emphasized that no 
question had been raised of 
the 


judge's ability of qualifications, and 
referred to the 150-year-old custom 
of "senatorial courtesy." 


No Veto Power 


Had the constitution intended to 


give one or two senators the right 
to veto presidential 
nominations, 


Mr. Roosevelt said, "it would have 
said so."

'It would have vested the nominat- 
ing power in the senators from the 
state to which the vacancy existed.

ply later—either on the senate floor 
or in a statement.

Ttial the Peace Can Still be Saved 


All observers seem to agree—and 


the various polls confirm what they 
report—that a great majority of the 
American people believe that a 
world war is in the tnaking, and 
that the chances are against the 
United States being able to stay out 
of it. If this opinion is true the 


• prospect 
is 
indeed. awfuJ. For, 


whatever the 
outcome, another 


world war would be one of the 
great catastrophes, of all time. 
" 


, For my own part, 1 do not believe 
that war is inevitable, and, from 
what I can learn, this is .the view 
of the men, here and abroad, who 
have the best means of knowing the 
actual situation in the world. If the 
governments, with the backing of 
public opinion, are sufficiently cool, 
clear-sighted, and resolute, - the 
peace can still be saved by diplo- 
macy.' 
' 
' 


. The situation, though not at all 
desperate, is critical. To say that it 
is critical means more specifically 
that, according to the most reliable 
information available, there are 
now in progress negotiations of one 
sort and another among Germany, 
Italy, and Japan, and among fac- 
tions within these nations, on which 
depends the decision whether there 
will or will not be war. Apparently, 
it is Japan which will cast the de- 
ciding vote. 


The reason why Japan has the 


deciding vote-is that Great Britain 
and France are now too strong in 
Europe to be attacked by Germany 
and Italy alone. Though London 
and Paris 
would suffer 
terrific 


damage in an attack from the air, 
they cannot be conquered from the 
air. Their naval superiority is over- 
whelmingly greater, and the French 
Army, standing behind the Maginot 
Lane, is still the best army in the 
world. Backed up by the resources 
of the British Empire which the 
navy and the merchant marine can 
bring, the military power of France 
is probably sufficient to make a 
European war an impossible adven- 
ture. 


That is where Japan comes into 
it If Japan were to join in the at- 
tack by striking at Singapore, at 
the Dutch East Indies, and Aus- 
tralia, the British would have more 
enemies than they can handle. If 
they sent enough warships to the 
Far East to hold Japan, they would 
not have enough warships left in 
Europe to hold Italy and Germany; 
if they did not send warships to the 
Far East, and so let Japan get to 
Singapore, their Empire from India 
to Australia would collapse. 
Balanced Power Is 
Key to World Peace 


There is a faction 
in Japan, it 


would appear, 
which is 
greatly 


tempted to try for this enormous 
prize. If Japan ever gets to Singa- 
pore, she will control 'a great supply 
of oil and one of the main supplies 
of rubber as ajranist 
the whole 


world. But there is another faction 
in Japan who regard the adventure 
as too dangerous because of the risk 
that the-United States might enter 
such a war. Their argument is that 
Japan Is not strong enough to take 
the chance of a war with the United 
States. For in such a war. the Jap- 
.Bnese Navy would not dare to so to 
Singapore. And with Singapore held , 
by the British and Panama held by j 
the United States. Japan would be 
caught in a lonR-distance but tre- 
mendously effective blockade. More 
over, war in 
which the United 


States took part would immediately 
redouble 
the 
resistance 
of the 


Chinese, and -would probably cause 
even the Russians to move in the 
Far East. 


As long as the Japanese think 


there is better than an even chance 
of the United States taking part in 
a -world war. they are not likely to 
risk it. And if the Japanese will 
not risk it there is a very good 
chance that Rome and Berlin will 
not risk it cither. 


Reduced to the simplest terms the 


situation would seem to be this: 
Italy-Germany vs. Britain-France, 
two against two—no war. 


Italy-Germany-Japan vs. Britain- 


France, three against 
two—war 


very likely. Italy-Germany-Japan 
vs. Britain-France-Unitcd States- 
Russia—no war. 


If these are the calculations which 


will decide the outcome, whether 
three is to be war or whether there 
is not to be war. th»»n it is not hard 
to understand why the war-party in 
Rome, Berlin, and Tokio is so angry 
at the American armament program, 
and at the President lor helping the 
French and British to get airplanes, 
and the very best airplanes at that, 
and at the report that he regards it 
as a vital interest 
of the United 


States that the French Army and 
British Navy should not be destroy- 
ed. 
1 The armament program has im- 
pressed the peace party in Japan; 
the help that is being given to the 
British and French, and also, one 
might add, the Netherlands, has 
strengthened the peace' party, and 
there is such a thing in Germany 
arid Italy. As a result the chances 
of war are almost certainly much 
less than they were before the Pres- 
ident began asking for more arma- 
ments and'began helping the Brit- 
ish and French to strengthen their 
defenses.

There are many things that th«? 


Administration 
has 
done which 


seem to me unwise or badly done. 
It ought to have gagged Secretary 
Ickes. It ought not. I believe, to 
keep the country divided in a par- 
tisan struggle by such provocative 
appointments as that of Mr. Amlie. 
or by such stubbornness as it dis- 
played over the deficiency appro- 
priation for W. P. A. It ought to put 
national unity ahead of all other 
considerations, and 
having done 


that itself, it could ask the Repub- 
licans and the rebellious Demo- 
crats to do likewise. That is funda- 
meiital to any policy. 


On the question of "Secrecy." the 


problem is more difficult. For if the 
President says publicly all that he 
knows about the dangers of the 
world situation, he may increase 
tfcs dangers by arousing passion and 
he will surely be accused of in- 
citing to war: if he tries to tell the 
Congress confidentially what 
he 


knows and fears, his confidence 
will be betrayed and he will be ac- 
cused of having concealed purpos- 
es. ' He is damned if he does and 
damned if he doesn't. But all things 
considered, he would do well to go 
to Congress and lay before it a full 
and frank exposition of what he is 
doing to avert a world war. 


For that is undoubtedly what he 


is trying to do. He is making mis- 
takes. But that he is trying to avert 
war, that this is his whole purpose, 
is. I think, absolutely indisputa- 
ble. Helping France and Britain to 
buy arms can have no other purpose

We note with pleasure that Gov. Hcil 


is-happy and busy at the business of be- 
ing governor of Wisconsin. Out of the 
multitudinous tasks thatxmay be selected 
for attention by the executive of a great 
state, Gov. Heil has chosen those that 
give him pleasure as his own to handle.

stand the promises, but the unbiased ob- 
server must come to the conclusion that

AML1E AND SOCIALISM 


Attacking Mr. Amlie as a communist 


is both false and 
foolish. 
Mr. Amlie, 


judged by his own writings and declara- 
tions, is a socialist and the distinction is 
plain and should be constantly kept in 
mind in spite of the attempt to slur it 
over. 


Socialists for the most part are decent 


people albeit as impractical as a lemon 
tree1 planted at the North Pole. Socialists 
are captured by idealism and fancy phras- 
es, largely because they 
shortsightedly 


look only at abuses they wish to cure and 
not far enough to see that their plans 
would create even more poisonous evils.

But the charge that socialism is often

tighter with every passing day. 


That is the menace of socialism. It has 


proven 
through the centuries the most 


killing enemy democracy has ever known, 
and that is the danger in Mr. Amlie even 
were he otherwise qualified, which he is 
not. 


HITLER'S HAND IN MEXICO 


At more than one spot from which in- 


ternational conspiracies are watched has 
come a lively 
speculation 
concerning 


Trotsky's relations with Germany. 


It may all be just that, speculation. 


But when coincidences are piled one upon 
another a speculation comes to take on 
the color of something firm and substan- 
tial. 


Mexico has always been a favored spot 


with German diplomats. Even as the Eu- 
ropean war in 1914 was about to break 
American troops landed at Vera Cruz be- 
cause the Mexican government of that 
day invited attack by arrogantly firing 
upon the American flag, wantonly abus- 
ing American rights and destroying Amer- 
ican property.

Neither did America dis- 
cover this intrigue by reason of any 
friendliness on the part of Mexico, but 
rather through the operations of our sec- 
ret service men who intervened between 
the making of the messages at Berlin and 
their delivery at Mexico. 


And so even today Germany is using 


Mexico as a pawn. Desperately in need 
of oil Hitler is now receiving all he can 
possibly use from the confiscated wells 
that Mexico took away from Americans. 


It was highly necessary that Hitler 


ha-.c oil. But it was jusl as necessary for 
him to find a place from which he could 
icccjvc all he wanted wjth the privilege 
of paying for it in German manufactured 
articles. 


And what relation ha<; Trotsky to all 


this? 


Trotsky was used as a German agent 


to destroy the new Russian republic in 
3917. 
He was carried across Germany in 


a private car with the compliments of 
Berlin. Can it be that this man. looking 
all over Europe for a safe berth, drven 
from Turkey to France 1o Norway and 
finally to Mexico, happened to come to 
his present refuge just by chance?

The official Board of Tea Experts is now 


meeting here, and what these gentlemen decide 
this week is what you people will drink after 
May j, if it's tea. If you don't drink tea, are not 
interested in tea, have no friends, relatives or 
acquaintances in the tea business, then my ef- 
fort today is wasted. Like I always say, it prob- 
ably isn't the first time. 


I am not much of a tea drinker myself. I can 


take it or leave it alone. In order to give this 
essay some local color, however, I have brewed 
a pot of oolong, and I wish as you read this you 
would picture me, a realist to the bitter end, 
quaffing tea as I write. It so happens that this 
particular tea was a gift from my Chinese 
laundryman, which is neither here nor there, 
but was mighty nice of him, I think. 


Much to my surprise, it turns out that the' 


United States government employs a man as 
Chief Tea Examiner; a Mr. Charles F. Hutchin- 
son. Early each year Mr. Hutchinson calls to- 
gether the Board of Tea Experts—six authori- 
ties on the subject who serve not for gain 
(there is no wage given them) but because of a 
sincere love and appreciation of tea. 


The United States is the only country in the 


world that fixes a tea standard. I trust you are 
duly impressed. At their meeting this week they 
are setting the standards to govern the tea 
America is to drink during the year beginning 
May l. There are ten grades (two less than a 
high school education), and there is a mini- 
mum below which they won't stand for. 
• 
• • 


A tea taster who knows his business can dif- 


ferentiate between the 1,500 and 1,600 varieties 
of teas by taste, feel and smell. It's pure genius. 
If it weren't for these experts and the author- 
ity vested by the government in the Tea Board, 
there's no telling what we might be drinking, 
on account of some of the tea comes from heath- 
en communities, and heathens are frequently 
very unreliable. 


Last year the experts designated a Java tea 


as the standard black. Maybe Ceylon or India 
will get the nod this year. We shall see what we 
shall see. 


The ten basic tea varieties as established by 


the board last year were black teas from India, 


Grover 


Ceylon, Java and Sumatra, the black teas of 
China, the green teas of China, the black of Ja- 
pan and the green from Formosa, China and 
Japan. According to my arithmetic that adds up 
to eleven, but I was distinctly told it was ten, 
and can I help if one of us can't add? 


The fighting in the Orient is expected to 


cause quite a change in the tea situation. It 
can't help American agriculture very much, 
though, because the only tea we grow is some 
few shrubs down in South Carolina.

* * 


The United States is the largest importer of 


tea in the world, save only Great Britain where 
promptly at 4 p.m. all activity ceases while Bri- 
tons have their tea and crumpets. Tea can come 
into this country through only five ports of en- 
try—New York, Boston, Seattle, San Francisco 
and Honolulu. If on arrival it does not come up 
to the standards which the Board this week is 
fixing, it is either destroyed or returned from 
whence it came. 


When the new standards are agreed upon, 


samples of each variety will be sent to each 
port of entry and to all producing countries. 
• 
• • 


In glancing back over this essay I am some- 


what doubtful of the accuracy of my opening 
statement I am-afraid people will say: "How 
does Dale know that tea was discovered 4,676 
years ago? How does anybody know? It might 
have been a mere 4,675, or even 4,674." 


I think if I were writing this essay over I 


would qualify that opening statement, just to be 
in the clear and to keep my record for veracity 
unsullied. 


Too bad I didn't think of it earlier.

put to me there is one question 
•which I invariably ask: Am I to 
play the hand as though at rubber 
bridge, or at duplicate with match- 
point scoring? This is vital infor- 
mation. At rubber bridge I am 
not interested in extra tricks and 
cheerfully concede all chance to 
make them if I can throw great- 
er safeguards around my contract. 
At duplicate, in which extra tricks 
usually p r o d u c e extra match- 
points, safety is only one of the 
factors to be observed. Let us con- 
sider today's hand. Actually, it was 
played in a rubber bridge game, 
hence declarer's play was incon- 
ceivably bad. If he had made the 
same play on the same hand at 
duplicate bridge, I would not criti- 
cize it, at least, not severely.

A Short History of China 


III—"Burnlnc Of The BMkV 
Early in the history of China, th 


country was ruled by men wh 
passed their power .from father t 
son to grandson. Thit gave "11 
of emperors," to the Chinese. On 
line lasted as long as a family kep 
its power. Then there was anothc 
line. 


The Shang or Yin family staye< 


in office about 80 years. It was fol 
lowed-by the Chou family whici 
held power for more than 800 years 
Confucius lived while a Chou em 
peror was on the throne. 


In the later centuries 
of the! 


rule, the power of the Chou emper 
ors was not so great as in the earlj 
centuries. Warfare took place be 
tween one part of the land and an 
other, and the emperor did no 
seem to be able to do much abou 
it. 


Slowly but surely, a western stat 


added to its power. This state wa 
known as Ch'in, and at last its rule 
made himself emperor. It is believ 
ed that the reason we now call th 
entire country "China" is becaus 
of the victories 
of the ruler o 


Ch'in. 


Shih Huang Ti, of the House o 


Ch'in, wanted to make his name a 
great as could be. So he called him 
self "the First Emperor," 
even 


though there had been many em 
perors before his time. 


Shih Huang Ti lived almost 2,20 


years ago. While he was in power 
a large part of the Great Wall o 
China was built The wall wa 
meant to guard the country from 
enemies to the north and northwest. 


In the reign of Shih Huang Ti, an 


order was sent out for the people to 
give up many of their books. The 
order seems to have been worded 
something like this: 


"All people in the country mus 


give up their books, except thosi 
which are about-farming, medicine 
drugs and magic." 


Men were sent from house to 


house by public officers, and gath 
ered books which dealt with other 
subjects than those named. Then 
the books were taken to certain 
places and burned. 


The chief loss was in books o 


history. Hundreds of volumes which 
told about past emperors were fed 
to the flames. 


Happily some persons in China 


hid the history books they owned 
If they had not kept such books 
the Chinese would know little 
.about their country in early times 


Shih Huang Ti was emperor for 


36 years. Soon after his death, a re- 
volt broke out against the so-callec 
"second emperor" 
who took his 


place. 
The second emperor was 


slain, and the House of Han came 
into power. Emperors of the House 
of Han let the people bring oui 
their hidden books.

Nye Drafts Bill 
To Safeguard U. S. 
Military Secrets 


Measure Will Follow Out- 


lines of Regulations 


Issued in August 


Washington—(D— Senator Nyc <R- 


N. D.) disclosed today he was pre- 
paring legislation to keep for the 
United States alone the military se- 
crets involved in producing 
and 


equipping war planes by 
private 


manufacturers. 


Nye said his bill would follow the 


general outlines of a regulation is- 
sued last August by Louis Johnson, 
assistant secretary of war, and .Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, imposing 
secrecy on the production of any 
aircraft in which the army or navy 
had an interest. 


That regulation forbade demon- 


stration of planes to foreign repre- 
sentatives before the army had put 
them into use and had released them 
for general sale. It was obviated in 
the recent case of a French mission, 
through an order some 
senators 


have asserted was sponsored 
by 


President Roosevelt. 


Nye's proposal followed disclos- 


ure by Mr. Roosevelt that this coun- 
try was permitting the sale of out- 
moded anti-aircraft gun directors to 
Great Britain, but had declined to 
allow a new improvement perfected 
by the army to be included. 


Denies Secrets Involved1 


The president took occasion at his 


press conference yesterday to deny 
the military secrets were involved 
in these sales, explaining that the 
basic patents had been developed 
by a British firm and had been used 
by an American firm to make the 
directors. 


Mr. Roosevelt said the 
United 


States army had effected a $250,000 
saving in the recent purchase of 93 
directors from the Sperry gyroscope 
concern. This was possible, he said, 
because the foreign orders had en-, 
abled the Sperry company to in- 
crease its production of directors 
from one a month to one a day. The 
question of including the army's se- 
cret improvement o_n export models 
was decided negatively Jan. 7, he 
said. 


The president made it plain that 


he was discussing anti-aircraft gun- 
fire directors and not detectors by 
which the approach of planes is 
made known. He said if this govern- 
ment had such a detector, it was a 
secret and was going to remain so. 


Calls Report Fake 


Mr. Roosevelt sharply criticized 


what he called the known source 
(presumably on Capitol Hill) of re- 
cent reports that the administration 
was letting military secrets be di- 
vulged to other countries. 


It is a raw deal for the press and 


the public, he declared, when some- 
one gives a reporter misinformation. 
He made this statement in calling a 
fake one report that up-to-date anti- 
aircraft gunfire directors were be- 
ing sold to Britain. 


Mr. Roosevelt said a certain pres- 


ident, "who would not allow his 
name to be used," had a fit when he 
read the story. His phraseology was 
a shaft at senators who have com- 
mented on foreign affairs without 
letting their names be used. 


Regarding detectors to show the 


approach of planes. Mr. Roosevelt 
asked whether it was patriotic to 
give out the information, if the army 
had such a secret The press is not to 
blame, he added, appending the 
query- Isn't it rotten to give news- 
paper men a false lead in that kind 
of matter? 


Meanwhile, proposals for a world 


conference on limiting armaments 
as a. means of improving foreign re- 
lations were made by Senator King 
(D-Utah) and Congressman Ludlow 
GD-Ind.)
